WASHINGTON, June: 30—(AP)—The House voted Mon- 
day to make the Hawaiian Islands a State and add a forty- 
ninth star to the flag. 

It passed on a roll call vote, 196 to 133, and sent to the 
Senate a bill by Delegate Joseph R. Farrington, Republican, 
Hawaii, to enable the people to form a constitution and State 
government and to be admitted to the Union on an equal 


footing with the other 48 States. 

During the debate spirited ob- 
jections were voiced because of 
Hawaii's largely Oriental popula- 
tion, about a third of Japanese ex- 
traction. 

Rep. Preston, Democrat, Geor- 

+ gia, termed them “descendants of 
the emperor of Japan.”

ST. LOUIS, June 30—(AP)—The Mississippi River, after 


flattening out here Monday at its highest level in 103 years, 
starting rising again Monday night following a two-inch rain~ 


in this area. 

The Weather Bureau believed 
the rise -would be slight. A stage 
of 39.6 feet was recorded at 9 p. m., 
which was 3 of a foot above the 
level reached prior to the rain.

Of No Sudden Rent Increase 


Effective rent controls will continue under provisions of the new 


Housing and Rent Act of 1947, Kenneth A. Campbell, Regional Rent 


Administrator, assured Atlanta tenants and landlords Monday—while 


both rent officials and spokesmen 
predicted ‘“‘no wholesale, overnigh 

“It is important 
that all maximum rents remain the 
just where they were on June 30,’ 
Campbell said. “There is no pro- 
vision in the new act that changes 
rent automatically, although rent 
increases up to 15 percent may be 
permitted when voluntarily agreed 
to by landlords and tenants.” 

In order to obtain increases, 
land lords must offer tenants a 
valid written lease, extending at 
least until Dec. 31,1948, Campbell 
said, adding that a tenants refu- 
sal to sign such a lease is not 
grounds for eviction by a landlord. 

A copy of any such lease signed 
by both tenant and landlord must 
be filed with the Area Rent Office 
here, together with a registration- 
»f-lease form provided by that of- 
fice, within 15 days after its sign- 
ing. 

All leases Will be carefully ex- 
amined, the rent official said. He 
warned that such. a lease “cannot 
contain any ‘trick,’ termination, or 
penalty clauses, nor may it de- 
crease the essential service, furn.- 
ture, furnishings, or equipment 
formerly offered the tenant.”

Republic in a. civil war next month and establish a military dictator- 


ship. 

Existence of the Black Maquis 
disclosed by Interior Minister Ed- 
ouard Depreux, who unfolded:a 
fale of intrigue which would do 
credit to a dime novel. 

The M nister said that noted re. 
Bistance leaders and “possibly part 
of the French Army” were im- 
pircated, At least six persons have 
been arrested, he said, including 
Gen. -Guillaudot, Inspector-Gen- 
eral of the National Gendarmerie. 

Depreux declared that the Black

Once again, apparently, Georgia tobacco 

farmers are to be discriminated against 
with an inadequate marketing season. 
7 July 24 has been set as the opening date 
of the Georgia market with sales in North 
Carolina beginning exactly one month 
later. That means, since warehouse opera- 
tors and tobacco companies use the same 
personnel for the two markets, that sales 
in most Georgia cities will be terminated 
on Friday, Aug. 22, to allow buyers and 
warehousemen to get: to North Carolina 
for the opening there. 

This will mean that Georgia will have 
less than a month to mové a crop estimated 
at well over a hundred million pounds. 
This obviously inadequate selling season 
will result in a great portion of one of the 
~iate’s principal money crops being rushed 
to market prematurely. 

Georgia growers have learned from sad 
experience that prices paid for tobacco 
during the first few days of the season are 
much more favorable than in final 
sions. Thus; many will take a chance on

Miss West Writes 
A Powertul Piece 


A number of years ago, when I was a younger, 
eager-beaver reporter, as I profoundly hope I: am 
now an older but still eager;beaver newspaper- 

man, I was called to the city desk of the Banner in Nashville. 

“This English woman writer is down iff the Wards.” said Mr. J. 
Stahlman, the city editor. “She is with Otto Kahn, patron of the arts 
and a party of other guests. Go interview them.” 

I was an eager-beaver reader of baoks even then, and Miss Re- 
becca West was high on my list, so I hied me down to the vards and 
after trudging across tracks and dodging switch engines, at | 
found the car. and was admitted 

It was the first private car I] had ever seen. and I recall I admired 
it extravagantly. Mr. Kahn, now a resident in eternity for some 
years, had a number of guests, including a young Russian prince 
who, somehow, had escaped the revolution. 

Il interviewed Mr. Kahn about the “situation.” The “situation” is 
always good for en interview. Also, the city editor would expect me 
to ask him about the South. So I did. All I recall of Mr. Kahn's in- 
terview is that he was optimistic and gaid, in the words of the late 
Brisbane, never to sell] America short. The South, I seem to recall, 


had possibilities. Great possibilities. 

- I then turned, with sdme eagerness, to Miss West. 
Miss West She was most gracious, as I expected her to be. I 
was enchanted by her, and still am. 

She told me that some day she hoped.,, really, to visit the South. 
She was then a lady in her late thirties, as I recall, and so I was 
surprised when, following her subject, she said that her father had 

visited the South at the close of the Civil War. 

When the war ended-he had traveled through the United States, 
intent on visiting the South, the armies of which he had learned to 
admire. He traveled all the way to New Orleans and wrote back 
immensely interesting letters which the family still possess. He was 
Charles Fairfield. Miss West took her pen name from one of Ibsen’s 
plays in which she played before turning from the footlights to the 
typewriter.

I recall one more incident. Kahn was in the city

hopeful Mr. Kahn would make one of those genérous bequests for 
which he was noted. 

A small minority of the ladies’ auxtliary had not wanted to in- 
clude Miss West in the invitation to the reception that evening. A 
bit of netty gossin from England had weshed up on our shores and 
this minority was being very sternly smug about/it and relented, I 
was told, only out of Christian charity. 2 


As often is the case, the leader of this minority was with her 
friends, hovering about, fawning upon Miss West when she could, 
because Miss West was the chief lion of the evening, as it turned 
out, a great many persons who would not otherwise have come at 
all, coming with the hope of meeting her. They would not let her be. 

I recall the campus seethed for days afterward with the indigna- 
tion of these smug ladies. They finally heard Miss West say: ‘‘Otto, 
when can we leave. I cannot more endure these stuffy women.” 

It was true, so very true, and great was the mirth of the great ma- 
jority of those who dwelt in or near the campus. 


Lynching All of that is in my memory of the past. Miss West 

has just had published in the June 14 issue of the New 
Yorker magazine, one of the finest pieces of writing she, or anyone 
else, has ever done on a social! subject. She covered-the Greenville, 
S. C.. lynching case in which the defendants previously had made 
statements implicating themselves. It is a fair story, but a very pro- 
found one, in addition to being a piece of literature. I trust a great 
many persons will read it. ! 


- : One of the most disturbing phases of our thinking 
Disturbing here in the South is the manner in which our guilt 
complex causes us to try to rationalize and defend murder. 

There are those who whine and say: “Why dont the critics write 
about how awful is the crime committed by those who get lynched 
instead of demanding the law be allowed to act?” 


Well, of course, we do. Besides the law, which those of us who 
write on the subject try to uphold, has done that fér 4s. It provides | 
punishment of death and life, depending upon the jury. That seems 
comment, an estimate, as harsh as anyone could ask. 

Or, they may protest, saying: ‘‘Why don’t you protest the crimes 


One does. But that is not the point. We are confronted with our 
own crimes and, as in all postwar periods, they are on the increase. 
And, it must be noted, it 1s white men who commit 70 percent of 
them. And, let it be noted also that most of those apprehended have 
criminal records. I think, as I long have though, that our processes 
of treating criminal cases must be revised. Let the death penalty 
and the electric chair remain. But, let us remember, and face the 
fact, that most of the crime of today which leads to the electric 
chair, began vesterday in the high chairs of the homes. 

We cannot for a moment condone Ivnching or murder. We can- 
not excuse violence and rot do great and lasting damage to our per- 
sonal moral values and to the values of our whole program of law, 
wpon which our civilization is based. They are, when they occur, 
our crimes and our responsibility. 

That. in brief, is what Miss West savs.in her brilliant and sca!d- 
ing, yet enormously understanding, article about the failure of mor-

According to a table of statistics in the June 
issue of Tax Economics Bulletin, which ts pub- 
lished bv the American Petroleum Industries 

Committee, the average private or commercial automotive vehicle 
costs its owner, annually, $60.07. in taxes. This includes both 
State and Federal taxes and is estimated from wWarious sources. 

(;eorgia s average cost. in taxes. per vehicle is somewhat higher 
than the average for the nation, being put at $70.0?. aThis is chiefly 
due to the State gasoline tax, which is estimated at $41.39 per 
vehicle. Registration cost in Georgia is low, averaging only $5.93, 
the lowest of all the States and the District of -Cdlumbia. Highest 
registration fees are in Vermont, $25.99, but this is offset by low 
gasoline tax in that State, which runs only $22.83 per vehicle. The 
highest over-all tax cost on motor vehicles is in Florida, $90.27 
average, and the lowest is North Dakota, $39.73.

mobiles is a relic from the idays when. they 
were, unquestionably, a luxury, possible only to the wealthy. Auto- 
motive taxes have steadily increased, however, despite the fact 
that they are now necessities to almost all of us. _Some, of course, 
are used as luxury items, but the great miajority of the vehicles in 
use, whether listed as private or commercial, are undeniably 
necessary to our individual ways of life, 

In taxing automotive vchicles it does seem to me our 
forget the tremendous contribution the automobile 
the material advancement of our country. A little thought will 
immediately bring to mind scores of advantages we of this age 
enjoy which would be utterly impossible if the yhorse and buggy 
was still the accepted mode of private transport. 

In all save one respect, for instance, the automobile has 
ened distance, has brought us closer to others. if has made it easy 
for the rural residents to come to the city, and Yice versa.

Furthermore, it 1s stated, by channeling traffic away from 
business. the Pennsylvania Turnpike has depreciated values about 
$200.000.000 and has been directly responsible for the creation of 
200 “ghost towns.”

Mr. Cool- 
idge's “landslide” of 382 elec- 
toral votes would have been cut 
down to 283. a close margin. 
Despite the “Coolidge prosper- 
ity.” in which farmers and 
many others never shared, the 
undereurrent of discontent 
boiled over only eight years 
later.

The rationing of gasoline during 
the war threw the whole Amer- 
can economy out of kilter—in fact 
it seriously dislocated the Amer- 
can way of life. Accordingly, the 
news that there will not be enough 
gasoline in some sections of the 
country to give everyone all of 
the gasoline that he wants comes 
is a shock.- Nor is the shortage 
of gasoline the worst of it. Fuel 
oil for home heating will be 
tighter. 

The Standard Oil Company of 
Indiana hag announced that it 

may not be able to supply all of 
the demands for fuel oil next 
winter. This will hit the Mid- 
die-West, where winters are real- 
ly cold. And so will the an- 
nouncement of the Phillips Pe- 
troleum Company that it is go- 
ing to ration its supply of gas- 
Oline, and pointing out that in- 
dustry demands for gasoline this 
year have been approximately 
50 percent higher than 1945.
